Run Description

The index is built from the combined title and abstract fields of the metadata file. Retrieval is performed
by the MATF model (Paik, J.H., A novel tf-idf weighting scheme for effective ranking. In Proceedings of
the ACM SIGIR (2013), pp. 343-352), on long queries consisting of the combined Query, Question and
Narrative. Passage-based retrieval with pseudo-relevance feedback is employed.
